ti. As yon were the mother did not you direct in the 
domestic concerns ? 
A. Only under Matthias, or by his directions. W hen­ 
ever i went into Mr i’iersort’s room, 1 was accused by 
Mntthia« of keeping the evil ipirit in Pierson. 
1 never 
forbid any person entering Mr Ihefson’e ruoin. 
1 never 
forbid Isabella or Pierson’s daugliter going into it. 
I 
do not think that Pierson ever asked for any thing 
which was refused him, except on the ucCa.sions al­ 
ready spoken of. 
lie got his meals regularly until he 
became senseless. 
Q,. W hy was not a physician called on to attend 
him. 
A. W e all believed that |thysicians, ministers and 
lawyers were the greatest evils in the world. 1 sincere­ 
ly believed that there was no need of medicine, or any 
such remedies to cure Sir Pierson. 
Matthias preached 
this doctrine, which 1 then believed, but do not believe 
it now. 
T he idea was to torment the evil spirit until 
it departed. 
W e all sincerely wished for Mr Pierson’s 
rw overy, but there was nothing done for him but wash 
him and put him in the bath. 
W e acted so in accord­ 
ance with what we thought our line of duty, and I was 
treated, when sick, in the same way myself. 
A com­ 
munity of interest in property was part of the doctrine, 
but no one called the property theirs but Matthias. 
He 
frequently said to me, “ How dare you speak so to me 
in my own housj.” 
I iiirfun by a community of inter­ 
ests in property, that it should be a coinnioo stock.— 
T he greater part of the property was Mr Folger’s, and 
the house wa.s bought by Mr Pierson, and put int# the 
common stock. 
Isabella brought in nothing. 
She was 
brought there by Matthias, and he would not let her 
take wages. 
She brought some furniture which was 
understood to belong to Matthias ; site was a disciple of 
his before 1 w’as, and had resided with him ; the lived 
with Mr Pierson before that, and worked for him, but 
did not live with him in the capacity of house-keeper. 
Louis was Matthias* coachman, and was hired by him. 
T he last time .Mr Pierson came up from New York, he 
came alone in the steamboat, and not in the carriage 
with Louis. 
W hen Isabella slapped Mr Pierson, her 
doing 8 0 did not appear to us in the same light that it 
does now. 
At that time we believed that if we lifted 
^ him tenderly, and with care, the evil spirit which was 
in him would come into us, and that in order to prevent 
it, it was necessary to treat him roughly, which our na­ 
ture would not permit us to do, but Isabella having more 
resolution than us, and laboring under the same delu­ 
sion, she slapped his face, and desired him to cuiue out 
o f his hellish sleep. 
Our acquaintance with Mr Pier­ 
son commenced in I8 ‘i6 , heforehis wife died. 
Shortly 
before her death, he adopted the idea of a tirst and se(> 
ond resurrection. 
.MA Pierson was very abundant in 
the labors of religion. 
Counsel for the prosecution objected to this line of 
examination. 
Mr W estern said that he wanted to show that Mr 
Pierson’s mind and body were in a shattered condition 
before his acquaintance with the prisoner. 
H e wanted 
to show Pierson’s liability to fall into disease, and that 
such was the state of his mind, that when his wife died, 
he said she would arise on the third day, and on the 
evening of that day he prepared tea for her, and went 
into the room where she was lying dead, and culled her 
to tea; and that therefore Mr Pierson had not been de­ 
luded by Matthias, but before he knew him. 
Cross-examination of Mrs Folger continued.— T he 
farther Mr Pierson’s character is enqui. .^d into, tliu 
more clearly will it appear that he was neither an in­ 
sane or week minded man. 
Mr Pierson believed that 
the days of the Apostles would be revived, and all their 
power to heal the .sick and raise the dead would be re­ 
stored. 
W hen the physicians gave up alt hopes of 
curing Mr Pierson’s wile, he said that “ god’s extremi­ 
ty is man’s opportunity,” and that the elders of the 
church should be culled together, and bis wife should 
be annointcd. 
Mr Pierson then sent fur several men 
and women wlio came to his house, but 1 do not know 
whether they were elders of the church or not, one of 
them was a methodist minister. 
On their arrival prayer 
was made below and above stairs, and Mr Pierson 
then annointed his wife. 
In doing so he sheltered him­ 
self under the word of God, and obeyed the injunction 
of scripture, which says, “ if there be any sick amongst 
you, let them call for the eiders of the church and an- 
noint them with oil, and they will be healed. 
Mr Pier­ 
son expected that his wife would not die, and that God 
would heal her. 
1 was at Pierson’s house on a Friday, 
as well as I can renieinber, and bis wife died in a few 
days after. 
Mr Pierson then expected that his wife 
would rise Irom the dead. 
1 attended meetings at his 
house ailerthe death of his wife. 
I was not aw are that 
he had hts before the Fall be curne to Sing Sing. 
I 
cant remember what year that was. 
It was the Fall 
before he died. 
W hen he had a ht he made a noise 
in his throat when the tit was going o ff; I did not ob­ 
serve any thing else. 
T he first fit I saw Mr Pierson 
have, was on a sofa in his house, in Third stre e t: it 
lasted a very short time, I think not more three or four 
minutes. 
Not being then so much under the influence 
of Matthias as I was at a subsequent period, I washed 
Mr Pierson’s face with cold water, jind rubbed his 
hands, and aflerwards bathed his feel in warm w ater, 
ane applied drafts to them. 
W hen he had a fit he did 
not lose his senses, but was aware of his condition, and 
as soon as the fit was over he continued the conversa­ 
tion, as if the fit had not happened, and would begin it 
exactly at the place he left off speaking when the fit 
interrupted him. 
He had not uny fit for a good while 
uAer he went to Bing Sing. 
T he first bad one he had 
was on the Tuesday night previous to his death. 
Q . Did not your own good sense teach you that 
medical aid was necessary for the recovery of Mr Pier­ 
son. 
A. No ! not then, my good sense taught me so be­ 
fore I went into that concern, and since 1 quit it, and 1 
would have resorted to the ordinary means of curing 
Mr Pierson’s disease, did 1 not then believe that Mat­ 
thias could cure him. 
It was a long time before my 
confidence was established in Matthias, and when iiiy 
confidence is once established in any person it is not 
easily shaken. 
I was confident that .Matthias had the 
power to cure Mr Pierson, and was therefore unceasing 
in asking him U> cull mightily on father to deliver him. 
1 considered myself a vvomaii of prayer, and Mr Pier.son 
was truly a man of prayer, but we were forbid to pray 
to any God but Matthias. 
I did not consider Mr I’ier- 
son’s life in danger, as 1 believed that he would live 
ever. 
I thought that tiie last enemy to be destroyed 
was death, and that .Matthias had come to destroy that 
enemy. 
I often told Matthias that Mr Pierson's symp­ 
toms were not good ; that his tongue was coaled, and 
that he needed evacuation : in reply Matthias told me 
that he was minding his own business and watching 
Pierson’s spirit. 
1 cannot tell the exact time after Pier- 


! ton c.tme to Sing Hing that ho had the first fn ; ihere 
! was an interval of some weeks between the fits, except 
I the lasts'ttncks ; he generally 
had fin: fi * in the niler- 
I noon. Not after a hearty supper, our supper« were light 
ones. 
Immediately before tlie last atlnck he was work­ 
ing III the barn and before he went there lie hud been 
assisting ill raking hay ; the day was fair ; the fits were 
called in our hou.se by .\iuUhiu.s Fitly Devils, but I do 
not know what they are called by physicians. 
Doctor 
I Payne attended him in New York. 
T he fils were 
I more aggravated after Pierson came to Bing Bing ; 
, when he hud them there, there was a twisting of hu 
i arm and head and he died in limt position ; when he 
! fell on the floor in his room his straw inattrass was 
¡taken from his bedstead and put on the floor by order 
of Mnttliias, as he said Pierson had a devil which would 
; defile the bedstead.

Did you not detect Mr Pierson or r.iixabeth listening 
{ at one time and apprize Matthias of it P 
, 
Yes, 1 did. 
Mr Pierson’s sickness was considered a 
I defilement, ami Matthias saul*we should burn every 
thing that was in the room. 
.Matthias said the sick . 
«pint defiled the room and it extended to the parlor, in 
consequence of which Mr Matthias wished the door to 
be closed which led from the parlor to the kitchen, : 
where we then ate our meals ; I had an errand to the ! 
kitchen, and in passing through the hall perceived the 
door open, and pulled it to, as Mr Matthias and Isabel- , 
la were then talking loudly in the lower hall ; I did my j 
errand in the kitchen, and wlien 1 was returning from 
it, and came within sight of the parlor door, 1 discover­ 
ed Eliziibeth pushing the door which I had pulled to, as | 
if she had opened it at her father’s request, for the pur- ' 
pose of enabling him to liiten, and that she was then I 
closing it; 1 then went up to Matthias and Isabella, 
and said perhaps you don’t wish Mr Pierson to hear 
you, and Eiizubetb h:ia opened the door.* 
Elizabeth, Mr Pierson’s daughter, was capable of 
bringing water and little necessaries to her father— she 
was obedient to Ihm, but 1 would not expect a« much 
from her as from older persons 
1 would not insinuate 
that she was wanting in affection to her father. 
Bhe 
obeyed her father, and he obeyed Matthias. 
T he bath 
was given to Pierson by Matthias’ orders. 
Pierson 
was then palsied and his leg twisted ; it was understood 
that Matthias held the property for ail belonging to the 
kingdom. 
I cannot tell whether it was Elizabeth or 
Isabella prepared the blackberries— it was Isabella’s 
duty to do it— it was a liftle boy, son of Matthias, who 
brought in the blackberries and took them to the kitch­ 
en whilst Matthias remained in the field. 
1 do not re­ 
member whether the blackberries v/ere on the table 
before Matthias carrio in. 
Bupper was not kept waiting 
for him but for .Mr Pierson. 
The blackberries were 
prepared with white sugar in the ordinary w ay— I eat 
but two of them, and remarked lhat they were sour and 
nut quite ripe, and for that reason did not eat any more 
of them. 
1 did not on that occasion perceive any 
thing extraordinary in the manner of Multbias, except 
what occurred relative to the plate. 
W hen Pierson 
vomited he threw up a quantity of blackberries. 
No 
one in the bouse was allowed to act for themselves ex­ 
cept Matthias gave them liberty to do so. 
fUid of Mrs F o k er’s examination. 
Counsel (or prol>«;t.u.iv». 
veyance and bills of sate from Pierson to Matthias, uT 
the house and laud at Bing Sing—a house and furniture 
in it, in Third street. New York—and the furniture in 
the house at Bing Sing, amounting in all to about $800U. 
'Pile deed of conveyance stated this as a reason wliy 
Pierson gave this property to Matthias— “ I believe tliat 
Matthias is engaged in building up the kingdom of God, 
and I give him this properly for lhat purpose.” 
.Mul- 
tliias suirendered this property to Pierson’s heirs, hist 
A ugust. 
fCutherine Galloway lived at Sing Bing at Pierson’s 
house ill August, 1834. 
W ent there the February be­ 
fore Pierson died, and remained there till he did— was 
then in the belief that Matthias’s doctrines were true— 
resided m New York before I went to Bing Sing— 
heard Mrs Folger’s testimony relative to Matthias’s 
doctrine—these were the doctrines he inculcated—don’t 
think there is any difference between Mrs Foiger’s ac­ 
count o f his doctrines and the one 1 would give— agrees 
with Mrs Folger in wluit she said relative to the house­ 
hold affairs—remembers the Tuesday when Mr Pierson 
was taken ill in the barn—saw him when he came out 
of his room on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, and 
walked about. 
During that period he sometimes had the fits slightly 
— sometimes at table, and .Matthias would take him 
aw ay— was not in 
his room Saturday nor Monday— 
was at the table on Monday evening when Pierson made 
the noise in his room. 
I thought I heard Mr. P. fall, 
and said father shall I go, and ro.se from my chair. 
M. 
said no, you are always the first to go. 
Witness did 
not go ill. 
On Tuesday night witness saw him when 
he was getting the bath—he was then lying in the bed 
on the floor— helped to make up his bed. 
Eliaiabelh 
and Antony put him in the bath—did not see him again 
before he died—1 was afraid to see him— I saw him 
after he was laid out—dont recollect that uny quarrel 
took place between .Matthias and Pierson imiiiediutely 
before his death. 
If any thing was not right, .^latthias 
was angry, his voice loud and vociferous 
The speci­ 
men he gave yesterday was but a small sample of his 
conduct, he occasionally said that we should be cursed, 
and he would threaten to chain us to the bottomless pit 
of which he had the key— that we should lose our final 
reward of entering the kingdom, and soiiietinies we 
were threatened with annihiiatoiu. 
Saw Mrs Drach 
there, did not hear her e.xpress a wisli to see Pierson.— 
Heard .Mrs Folger speak to Matthias about it, but he 
continued preaching and did not answer her. 
I 
Cross-e.xamined relative to sick persons in the family, | 
we were taught that all sickness was spirits, and it were 
to be removed by resisting them with prayer. 
1 was 
treated in this way when I was sick. 
All the members 
of the family were treated when sick, us Pierson was 
treated. 
Mrs Folger also was treated in the same way, 
and not permitted to have any medicine, but desired to 
have faith in Matthias, and he would remove it. 
Pier- ' 
sou sometimes hud fits two or three times during the 
week, but 1 did nut think he had them so often in the 
spring— saw nothing in the treatment of Pierson which 
was more unkind than that shown to tiie rest of the 
family. 
Mrs Folger’s testimony relative to my getting 
up to go from the table U see Matlhias, was correct. 
Direct examination— Does not know what way Pier­ 
son was treated in his room except whilst I was in it 
when he was pul in the hut bath. 
The case for the prosecution rested here. It was now 
near eleven o’clock, and counsel for the prisoner request­ 
ed the Court to adjourn. 


S a t u r d a y 
M o r m .v g . 
Counsel for prisoner addressed the Court, proceeded 
to show that the case was not made out for the prose­ 
cution, and quoted several authorities on the subject, 
after which, 
Judge Ruggles said—The Court are unanimously of 
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this subject, that .Matthias had preveiitni Mrs Dracti 
seeing Pierson 
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•Mr. Hall, one of the prisoner“« Counsel, made some 
furltier ohscvalions, and quoted the sliitute relating to 
cases like the present. 
Judge Ruggles.— If Pierson's death was hastened liy 
negligenco of ilie prisoner, it was then a question win fli­ 
er he IS not gmltj of manslaughter under the stalnt**.— 
'Pile Court hinl already remarked that there was not suf­ 
ficient evidence to support the principal part of the case, 
a« there was no certainty that the deceased had been 
poisoned, no poison having been dclecie<l in bis stom­ 
ach or body, or bad been uny poison traced lo the pris­ 
oner. 
It was not necessary tliat all these three circum­ 
stances should he proved m order tocoinict the prison­ 
er, but in the present case there was no evidence of any 
one of them. 
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tliat the post mortem examination did not furniHli stiiii- 
cieot evidence lo enable them to say positively that 
Pierson died by poison. 
'I’hore was therefore no evi 
deuce to prove lhat the prisoner 
was guilty 
of lhat 
charge, and if such a verdict was retorned by the jury, 
it would be the duty of the Court to |riint a new trial. 
'Phere could be no doubt, however, that the Jury 
would ! 

1 
acquit the prisoner 
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nl the lowest rnte nl their mmiitlHriory, ri>riier .»f Ctimhndge 
Slid Gliarles street, near V\ esi llostim lirhlge.

Hut on the other part of the indict­ 
ment, the prisoner might perhaps be convicted of man 
slaughter, and the Court was inclined to let the jury 
say whether the prisoner waa not guilty of manslaughter 
in the fourth degree, for letting Pierson die hy ciilpablu 
negligence. 
If he was master of the house, so that 
Pierson was under his control, the prisoner was then 
bonnd to Iditiinister to him such remedies as a man was 
entitled to, according to the laws of huninnity. 
It was 
the opinion of the Court that the relation which existed 
between the prisoner and Pierson, made it incumbent 
on the former to procure Pierson the necessary assist­ 
ance in his sickness. 
T he only doubt lhat existed on 
the subject was, wheth r the prisoner did die 1 1 1 conse 
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It appeared that Pierson had

until his death, and that latterly they were frequent and 
which purp..». it Iih sIkcii occupied for th«* l<i*i < lyhi year .— 
severe. 
A few days before his death he was violently 
attacked, and it did not appear that there hud been any 
culpable negligence on the part of the prisoner until the 
Bunday before Pierson’s death ; until tlten he had been 
aflbrded remedies, though no physician was si:nt fo r: 
and although the influence which was exerted ovgr Pier­ 
son’s mind might have prevented him from sending fur 
a phyaiciun, it did not appear that it was in other re­ 
spects out of his power to do so. 
On Monday he had a 
fit in tl»e barn, which showed syitiptonis of epilepsy und 


could not have long survived lhat attack. 
It w..s 
therefore uncertain whether his death had not proceed­ 
ed from that cause alone, and the Court considered that* 
there was too much doubt on the subject for the jury to 
say that he died from negligence. 
If, however, the 
counsel for the prosecution wished to call physicians, to 
say whether he died from disea.se or the culpable negli­ 
gence of the prisoner, the Court was ready to hear fur­ 
ther evidence on that part of the subject; but if no fur­ 
ther proof was ofiered, then there was not suflicient evi­ 
dence for the jury to deliberate on. 
Counsel for the prosecution called Dr Condit, sen., 
who depo,sed that he had heard the examination of Mrs 
Folger on the preceding evening, hut hud not heard her 
cr oss-exa m i nalio 1 1. 
Mr W estern objected to this t^hncss being examined, 
as he was not in Court during tlie entire period’. 
'Phe Gourt acquiesced ill Mr W estern,s objections, 
and asked counsel for the prosecution if they hud any 
other evidence to produce. 
T he District Attorney said he had no further evidence 
to produce. 
Judge Ruggles then told tlie jury that it was unneces­ 
sary for him to make uny further remarks on the sub­ 
ject. 
T he Court could not say wliether Pierson came | 
to his death by disease or the culpable negligence of 
the prisoner 
The disease which Pierson hud often 
produced death, even where the best medical assistance 
was resorted to. 
Therefore whatever the jury may 
think of the prisoner, the Couit advised them to find him 
not guilty. 
T he jury accordingly returned a verdict of 
not guilty.
